A diatiugnished paleontologist claims 


to have discovered facts serving to show 
that the vermiform appendix, that mys- 
teriously -useless organ that has annoyed 
the human family so ranch of late 
years, is no more nor less than the rudi- 
mentary lemnant of the gizzard 'with 
which he believes the monstrous pro- 
genitors of man of the tertiary period 
of the earth's existence -were supplied. 
Borne of these gigantic creatures, lizards 
in form, birds in kind, animals In some 
functions, are telieved to have devel- 
oped by the gradual stages described by 
the supporters of the theory of evoln- 
tioaJnto the semblance of a human be- 
ing. 


If the bird form be the original of the 


human race, it ia reasonable to believe 
that it may have been supplied with a 
gizzard, which in the bird of modern 
time possesses a definite and Important 
function in the digestion of the food. 
The bird having no teeth the food is in 
many cases swallowed whole. Some 
birds can crush the food with their 
beaks, but normally tho digestion is 
permitted largely through the agency of 
the gizzard, where the food is ground 
into fine particles. The interior coating 
of this organ is rough and muscular. 
Many birds swallow, as far as the giz- 
zard, small pebbles that aid the process 
of attrition. Thns if the latest theory 
be correct a curious paradox is present- 
ed. Whereas in the beginning, as now. 
the gizzard performed its functions 
most satisfactorily when supplied with 
indigestible substances, its rudiment 
that now remains in the human strno- 
lore becomes a center of dangerous con- 
ditions as soon as any foreign substance^ 
and especially any hard matter, is de- 
posited in it 


One of the marvels of anatomy for 


some years has been this strange sac in 
the upper intestines, apparently with- 
out the least function in the digestive 
system and capable of being removed 
without affecting the health of the pa- 
tient save to a favorable degree, Ee- 
searches have revealed many traces of 
such rudiments in the /human system. 
Darwin's studies brougnt to light many 
resemblances between man and the 
lower orders. It may now be that the 
despised vermiform appendix will be 
exploited as the real "missing link" 
binding man to the past ages-, when life 
assumed many forms that are today un- 
known.—Washington Star. 


An Unworthy Trick.

Every person connected with it 
even remotely, down to the servant! in 
the families of the professors and those 
who waited npon the students, were 
amenable only to the academic court. 
The student was the citizen of a nation 
of scholars, whose flag overshadowed 
him wherever in the kingdom he might 
be. 


Members of the student world were 


exempt from military service, and in 
many oases from all municipal tax. 
They might receive their books and fur- 
niture, wine and beer, free of duty. 
The student* of Leyden availed them-1 
selves of this privilege to so great a de- 
gree and imported in men immense 
quantities by private arrangements with 
the publicans that a law was necessary 
prescribing how much a student might 
legally receive withon* payment of ex- 
cise.

DUSTRY. 


We are now entering upon an era ol 


territorial expansion, wiiicb, to a great 
extent, will determine the fate of silver. 
We are certain to annex the island of 
Porto Bioo, with about 800,000 inhabi- 
tant*, and assume a protectorate over 
tbe island of Cuba with 1,500,000 of 
people. It ia probable, too, that the 
United States will control the Philip- 
pine islands, with cvor 9,000,000 of in- 
habitants, and the Hawaiian islands, 
with a population of 120,000 are already 
a part of the territory of the United 
State*. In all these islands silver will 
be largely used for money. Tbe na- 
tlres generally prefer it to paper, as it 
it more convenient for their purposes, 
and thousands of them never see a gold 
coin. 


A orisla-has, therefore, been reached 


in the silver question. The gold men 
will endeavor to conduct the business 
of the country and its new possessions 
on • cold basis, and keep everything 
bat gold on a descending scale. If 
they succeed the prices of commodi- 
ties, save in exceptional oases, will have 
a downward tendency; bat, on tbe other 
band, if they fail, silver will be re- 
stored and the United States will enter 
upon an era of prosperity that will 
make them the greatest nation and 
their people tbe moat prosperous on 
the face of the earth. 


We require more gold and silver 


money in the United States and all the 
•liver in the Treasury vaults will be 
necessary, when minted, to supply the 
demands for silver coin in oar new 
pOBses.sious. The next Congress will 
have to deal with this question, as the 
present Congress feared to meddle 
with flnanees, being content to let the 
money question remain as it is until 
the elections indicate whether or not 
tbe American people are satisfied to 
remain a financial dependency of the 
gold kings of .Europe. 


VHINKSK 
WOMKNT FOIt S A L K . 


A Chiuese'syndioate received a spec 


ial permit to import a lot of Chinese 
women for the purpose of appearing at 
tbe Omaha Exposition. Tbe women 
ware admitted on the condition that 
they would not perform any labor 
while here and that they would be re- 
turned to their own country at the 
cloae of tbe Exposition, »s tbe law pro- 
hibits Chinese laborers from entering 
tbe United States. 


The syndicate which imported the 


women, bad no idea of returning them 
to tbeir homes. They were brought 
bere for speculative purposes, -not to 
grace tbe Chinese exhibit at Omaha, 
and the Examiner says twenty-two of 
them are offered for sale iu San Fran- 
cisco at an average prioe of $2,000 
each. 


Wben tbe World's Fair was held at 


Chicago, several bnndre.i Chinese were 
Imported to take charge of the Chinese 
exhibit. When the Fair closed the 
Oitinese were set at liberty and permit- 
ted to remain in the Unite,! State?. It

compllthetl— Four Crop* Vrom One 
Seeding, 
The liavelook Tribune, which is at- 


traotingmnoh attention to tbe lower 
Humboldt crountry as an agricultural 
and mining region, saya: 


To Hiram Stoker belongs the title of 


wheat king of the Lovelock valley. 
Last year he had in over 900 acres and 
raised over 10,000 flacks and the average 
price was about two dollars per sack. 
This year Mr. Stoker put in over 1,000 
acres and he expected to harvest 16,000 
sacks. But it turned out a dry year and 
he will not have much over half that 
amount. Part of the ground plant- 
ed was never irrigated and is an entire 
loss. That that was irrigated once 
made a fair crop, but this is due to tbe 
oopioue rains that fell in May and to 
the cool weather, that kept down evap- 
oration. There is money in growing 
wheat" in this valley. Out about a mile 
north, on the road from the school 
house, Mr. Stoker has a piece of land 
that he rents from S. B. Young. In 
one corner is a slough, that leaves only 
about 139 acres of the quarter section 
available for wheat. From this piece 
of land last year Mr. Stoker's three- 
fourth's interest in the crop amounted 
to $2,309. Mr. Young received nearly 
$800 rent. Tbe land itself is valued at 
about $25 per acre. Upon that baslp, 
in that one year it paid nearly 25 per 
cent. But the dry years must betaken 
into account. This year the ground 
was again planted, but there was no 
water and tbe land is a desert. The 
wheat never came up. Four years ago 
that land was covered with the native 
greasewood. Mr. Stoker cleared and 
leveled it for the use of it two years. 
It cost two or three dollars an acre to 
clear it. Even with one crop in four 
years it would be a good investment. 
He has recently purchased an adjoining- 
160 acre j of raw land at $10 per acre. 
With this he and his boys, Charles, 
George and Albert, will have cleared 
and reclaimed about 1,000 acres since 
they settled in this valley, six years 
ago. Of course there must be taken 
into consideration tbe cost of raising a 
crop of wheat. Probably nowhere in 
the world are the conditions so favora- 
ble to wheat raising ss they are in this 
valley, if plenty of water was assured. 
As many KS four crops have been har- 
vested in as many years with bnt a 
single planting. It is said that one of 
the best crops in the valley this season 
is the Ha'tton tract, a volunteer from 
last year.
